10,000 TURKISH SOLDIERS ARE HELD 


PRISONERS OF WAR BY THE ALLIES 


LONDON, Ens., Oct. 2?—Accomplishing one of the greatest strokes of 


tho campaign in northeastern Turkey in TCurope, Bulgarian forces are be- 
lieved to have cut the railroad at Artrianople. isolating that Turkish strong- 
hold. A Turkish military train enroutc from Consiantioniple to the beseigud 
city was captured by the invaders, according ta a dispatch from Sofia. 


Meanwhile the Bulgarian armies arc executing a sweeping movement 


which reaches.almost .to. the Black sea and still other Bulgarian c'olumns are 
completing the movement to completely surround Ailrianop'le. The Bulgar- 
ian officials assert that the fate ot' Ailrianoplc practically is sealed and that 
the surrender of the city is a question of but a little time. 


Despite the perils of the situation and the swiftness of tho Bulgarians' 


movements and the fierceness of their attacks, the Turks have not lost hope. 
Nor have they hesitated an instant in their forced marches to the relief of 
the imperilled city within the ancient walls. Three strong Turkish columns 
are moving rapidly northward. 
Those -uro- said to be supported by troops 


being conveyed by transports on the Black Sea under naval convoy. 
The 


Turkish commander in chief shortly is expected to assume- the offensive in 
the campaigns. 


Servians ('iipture Old Sorvia 


Besides Its other activities the Bulgarian army is pushing forward from 


the mountains to the east of Kirk Klllish, hoping to be able to annihilate the 
Ottoman forces recently defeated there. 


A dispatch from Constantinople says that the Turks have recaptured 


Mara*. 


In view of the big events in the eastern region ot the theater of war the 


achievements of the Servian army have been somewhat lost sight of. The 
Servians, from whom Kurope did not expect much, art- now in possession of 
virtually the whole of old Servia and in conjunction with tho Montenegrins,

ern part of the peninsula has occupied Istip and threatens to cut off the re- 
treat of the Turks to the south.

The Greek plan clearly is to effect a junction of the Greek armies and 


then march on Saloniki.

In the first place, of course, the Greeks must sever communications be- 


tween Monastir and Saloniki and they might send a force against the former 
place. 


The Montenegrins, hampered by rain and the stubborn resistance of the 


Turks still are hammering away at Tarakosch and Scutari. 


The Bulgarians, Servians and -Montenegrins have taken, since the be- 


ginning of the campaign, a total of 10.00C prisoners and 200 tieid guns, ac- 
cording to carefully tabulated estimates.

"The above are the main provi- 


sions or law governing such an insti- 
tution. With the admlnstration of the 
county gravel pit when labor is needed 
it had occurred to me that persons 
who are confined in jail for petty of- 
fenses if a work house were estab- 
lished, would be very available to per- 
form such labor. Tt would be far bet- 
ter for such persons who are 
able- 


bodied to be working for tho county 
and producing something than to bo 
compelled to sit in idleness in 
the 


county jail, for idleness usually fur- 
nishes an opportunity for planning 
further wrong. 
The 
persons 
com- 


mitted to the county jail for petty of- 
fenses are usually not criminals 
In 


any sense of the word and would pre- 
fer to" work rather than-be confined 
behind th bars of jail. 
We are es- 


tablishing in the county, with the as- 
sistance of the state aid. a system of 
.state highways and In the course of a 
few years this county will be 
netted 


with beautiful, permanent, macadam 
roads; 
Much of this labor could 
bo 


used for the county's share in the con. 
struction of such roads. 


The work house would be especially 


beneficial to the county for the pun- 
ishment of those who have abandoned 
their wives and children. 
There are 


always many of those cases pending 
and In many Instances in the proper 
administration of the law for the best 
interests of the family it is hard to at- 
tain results that are desired. 
A man 


abandons his family consisting of 
a 


wife and several children and is sent 
to the state prison. 
While it might 


be a lesson to deter others from com- 
mitting similar offenses, yet the wife 
:ird family are

"The cost of maintaining a work

Armenians, 
wiped, 
out 


whole villages, and repeated their 
outrages at the massacres of Sas- 
oui and Talori, 1004, when 0,000 
Armenians were killed in a night. 


In 1896 more than 7,000 Chris- 


tians were slaughtered in the streets 
of Constantinople. 


Since 1876 more than 50,000 Ar- 


menians have been murdered by the 
Turks, arid nearly that many Alban- 
ian girls have been enslaved. 


Three years ago, 
April 1-1, 1909, 


the Christians of Adana, .Mersina, 
and Tarsus were made tne victims 
of Turkish brutality. 
In three days 


and 
nights 
45,000 
Armenians, 


Greeks and Syrians were slain; their 
homes laid desolate; their wives, 
daughters and sisters penned 
In 


Turkish harems. 


In June. 1511, a largo body of 


fleeing Albanian women and chil- 
dren 
were caught 
between

wings of the Turkish army and were 
dishonored or killed, or both.

British 
officer wrote his govern- 


ment a report, and among other 
horrible instances told of a IG-year- 
old Albanian girl who had been 
mistreated by 32 Turkish soldiers 
and then vilely mangled. 


Most of the reports of Turkish 


atrocities made to the great Euro- 
pean powers by their own ofllcials 
are unprintable. 


Tho most recent massacre was on 


Sept. 9, 1012 — about six weeks 
ago—when two Armenian villages 
were pillaged and three-fourths of 
the male 
Inhabitants 
killed by 


Kurds, a tribe, kindred to the Turks, 
and who have been given police 
powers over the Armenians by the 
Young Turk government. 


Long before tho Turk made his 


advent into Europe, in 1356, he was 
butchering Christians and violat- 
ing Christian women. 


His uncivilized rule in Europe 


really began with the fall of Con- 
stantinople, when 
the 
city was 


stained with the blood of helpless 
Greeks and Slavs. 
Convents were 


forced open and young girls violat- 
ed at the altar.
